Luxurious Migrants 


—— 


Recently during one of my occasional 
perambulations in the Green I halted by 
the little bridge which spans the neck of 
the two lakes, and looked about a while 
for the large rate, which I used to see 
thereabouts in the summer. There were 
none to be seen, though I waited there a 
considerable time. I was pleased at this. 
for the hungry brutes are responsible for 
great mortality aa SS young ducklings 
and water-fowl. and I wondered if they 


had been disposed of by some cunning “ 


means. Unfortunately for my newly- 
gained contentment, I got into a chat 
with a passer-by, and told him of my 
hopes. “Don't you worry,” said he 
ruthlessly. “The rats are all right and 
even flourishing. The truth is that they 
find warmer quarters in various suitable 
buildings in the town in winter, and in 
those they manage to pass the cold days 
very pleasantly.” It was a chilly revela- 
tion, as I had hoped that the hungry 
brutes were banished from St. $ 'g 
Green, Now it appears that their 

is only temporary, and that with the 
warmer days they will again go back to 
countty life, with appetites whetted for 
eggs and ducklings. 


A Surplus of Rabbits 


I see that English farmers are complain- 
ing ohee again about the rabbit menace. 
The destruction caused by these animals 
is much greater in England than it has 
ever been in Ireland, probably because the 
English soil is more suitable for burrow- 
ing. The Irish rabbit has done a good 
deal of damage in some places by under- 
mining sandhills and thereby assisting 
coast erosion, but I do not think he has 
ever been a serious nuisance to the 
ordinary farmer. But the damage caused 
by rabbits im these countries is. in- 
significant compared with their ravages in 
Australia. English settlers introduced 
the rabbit to Botany Bay about 1850, but 
they forgot that in England the rodent 
has certain natural enemies, such as the 
hawk. the owl, the fox and the stost, 
which serve to keep down the population. 
In Australia none of these existed, and 
rabbits increased to such an extent that it 
became doubtful whether their number 
could ever be reduced to normal propor- 
tions. It has now been discovered that 
rabbits in some parts of South America 
are subject to a kind of influenza, from 
which they rarely recover. Some of these 
infected animals have been hurried off to 
Australia, where it is said that the local 
rabbits caught the disease easily. The 
virus, which has been proved to be harm- 
less to human beings, may also be used in 
England, although in that country towns- 
folk are asking why they have to pay 
exorbitant prices for imported rabbits as 
food, when farmers are clamouring for 
the extermination of the native variety. 
But that is apparently one of the mysteries 
for which modern economic wisdom is un- 
able to provide a solution. 


Vodka 


I believe Irish people are developing a 
taste for vodka. Of course, you could 
always get vodka in Dublin from the 
luxury wine merchants in the past, but I 
did not-think that it lasted over our 
sacrificial régime.

teristics. Perhaps this is the reason for 
dropping the term “ Nordic,' which may 
have had some scientific authority behind 
it, and substituting ‘‘ Aryan,” which has 
none, but probably fulfils its purpose by 
indicating that the person thus described 
is not a Jew. 


Titular Heads 


In reply to the letter from O’Doneven 
with regard to titular heads, I would 
refer him to an article in the New York 
Sun of June, 1923, written by the 
Marquise de Fontenoy.

BEHIND BRITAIN 


Mrs. Sheehy-Sk made a strong 
appeal for women’s tights when she spoke 
before a gathering Of members of the Irish 
Women Citizens’ Association, held at 5 
Leinster street, Dublin, ho agg oy ; a Fa 
lecturing on a recen bu Our reedom 
and its Results,” high has been w n by 
“Five Women.” 

At the outset she dealt at length with the 
various reforms achieved in Great Britain 
since women had obtaimed the vote, and con- 
trasted these with the poor progress made, 
in so far as women were concerned. since the 
Free State was established. In such matters 
as ihe guardianship of infants, questions 
affecting marriage, and widows’ pensions, to 
mention but a few, the Free State legged far 
behind Great Britain. 

Referring to infanticide, she said that by 
virtue of the British Act of 1925 women ac- 
cused of this crime were no longer tried for 
murder; the charge was one of manslaughter, 
and capital punishment could not be in- 
flicted. Thus the horror of the judge s black 
cap was also abolished, In the Free State 
women found guilty of infanticide could be 
hanged. Actually, none had yet paid the ex- 
treme yg of the law, but in any event 
the period of imprisonment was much longer 
than it was in England. 

In Great Britain, she said, widows’ pen- 
sions legislation had been passed in 1925. In 
this country the legislation had not been 
brought in until recently. In England the 
terms of the pensions were more favourable. 

The House of Commons, which had a 
greater percentage of women members, was 
more amenable to the views of British women 
than was the Dail to the views of Irish 
women. In the Senate they had had women 
members, but, so far, there was no assur- 
ance that the proposed Second Chamber

A big collection of British Empire stamps 
is being sold at Harmer’s, New Bond street. 
London. lt was brought together by a 
Dutchman, who set himself the task of get- 
ting a used and unused stamp issued in the 
British Empire since the begining of stamps 
in 1840 down to 18890. “ He only just failed 
in his task,” said Mr. Harmer on Monday. 
when the diligent collector's work was being 
dispersed. From Antigua to Zululand. the 
collector had worked his stamps, and his 
beneficiartes will have the financial reward of 
some thousands of pounds. It will take four 
days to sell the stamps, and Mr. Harmer 
commented, “ Many will show a substantial 
margin on the original outlay. The prize 
stamp to-day was the 1851 Canada twelve. 
penny black. “‘I cam say £120 at least,” 
said the auctioneer, and soon there were addi.

N earnest plea to the Volunteer Force 
A enthusiastically to adopt the Sokol 
system of physical training was made 
by the Minister for Defence (Mr. Frank 
Aiken) in the Volunteer Hall at Naas 
Barracks last night. Through the volunteers, 
said Mr. Aiken, the system could be trans- 
mitted to the schools, and in a short time 
there would be a marked improvement in the 
health of the youth of the country. 
The speech was broadcast from Kadio 
Athlone.

His call was likely 
to be unattractive to a certain type of young 
man, but he wanted to keep that type from 
joining. 

The efficient use of modern weapons and 
equipment required prolonged service and 
training. As they were not likely in the 
near future to have sufficient for all the 
young men in the country he wished only 
to attract the cream of them—the type that 
could be depended upon to make the best 
possible use of the equipment and weapons 
at their disposal. 
“It would be a great burden on the nation 
to keep a standing army large enough to put 
up an effective defence in war. Rut it cannot 
afford to be without the power to resist 
aggression. Neither can it afiord to postpone 
preparations for effective defence until the 
need arises. From every point of view a 
strong, effective volunteer force is needed 
in addition to the regular Army.” 


NATIONAL DEFENCE 


“The task of national defence is not the 
regular Army's only, nor the Government's 
only. It is the concern of the whole nation,” 
declared Mr. Aiken. “It is the concern of 
the whole nation, vital to all.” 
He wished, he said, to refer to one aspect 
of the life of the people which might be 
improved by the co-operation of the Volun- 
teers, and that was in the provision of 
facilities for healthy indoor and outdoor 
recreation. If, for instance, the Sokol system 
of physical training was taken up en- 
thusiastically by all their Volunteers in every 
district, and through them to the schools,

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General of the Union of South Africa has 
given rise to much discussion throughout 
the British Commonwealth. Mr. Duncan's 
appointment has been made with perfect 
period of office was extended recently, is 
due to retire next March, although many 
people believed that he would remain 
Governor-General for a further term; and 
General Hertzog, in his capacity as Prime 
Minister, has advised the King to appoint 
Mr. Duncan as his successor. Thus, for 
the first time in the history of the Union, 
a South African citizen will become 
Governor-General. Mr. Duncan is a 
Scotsman by birth. He was one of that 
brilliant band of Oxford men whom the 
Jate Lord Milner took out to South Africa 
immediately after the Boer War, and who 
became known in Johannesburg as 
“‘ Milner’s Kindergarten.’’

John Buchan, now Lord Tweedsmuir, who 
recently was appointed Governor-General 
of Canada. Mr. Duncan has held many 
important posts in South Africa during the 
last thirty-five years. From the outset he 
realised the fact that the only hope of 
South Africa’s future prosperity—indeed, 
of the Union's future existence—lay in co- 
operation between Briton and Boer; and 
he set himself out to promote that co- 
operation by every means in his power. 
He was a strong supporter of General 
Smuts, when the latter was at the head 
of the South African Party ; but he earned 
the respect of the Hertzog Nationalists by 
his transparent honesty and his obvious 
determination to become a whole-hearted 
South African. As an earnest of his 
good-will towards the Dutch population, 
he learned the Afrikaans language, in 
which he addressed the South African 
Parliament some months ago, and his 
choice as Governor-General wil] be 
welcomed with enthusiasm throughout the 
Union. 

Mr. Duncan 's appointment as Governor- 
General of South Africa is not without 
precedent in the history of the British 
Commonwealth. For many years it had 
been the practice to nominate British 
Peers, or some outstanding British sub- 
jects, as titular heads of the several 
Dominions ; but when the Irish Free State 
was established there was a definite 
breach with precedent. Mr. T. M. Healy 
was the first Governor-General of the 
Saorstát. By general consent his appoint- 
ment was a brilliant idea, and his suc- 
cessor, Mr. James McNeill, who also was 
a Free State citizen, gave universal satis- 
faction. The next Dominion to follow the 
Free State's example was the Common- 
wealth of Australia. Sir Isaac Isaacs, a 
native Australian, was chosen as Governor- 
General a few years ago, and his appoint- 
ment also was extremely popular. Since 
tho Imperial Conference of 1926 the recom- 
mendations of which were reinforced in 
1950 and became the basis of the Statute 
of Westminster, the whole conception of 
the Governor-General of a Dominion has 
been changed. Formerly this personage 
was little more than an official of the 
Dominions Office; now he is the personal 
representative of the King. Many of the 
older Conservatives in Great Britain regret 
the passing of the original system; but 
there can be little doubt that it has given 
the Dominions themselves a feeling of 
greater independence of the British Parlia- 
ment, and has given outward and visible 
effect to the spirit of the Westminster 
Statute. The Governor-General of a 
Dominion no longer can be regarded as an 
alien. Representing the Crown, he is 3 
living symbol of that link which binds all 
the Dominions not only to Great Britain, 
but also to one another, and the fact that 
he is a citizen of his own Dominion, 
rather than an Englishman or a Scot, 
helps to strengthen, rather than to weaken, 
the imperial bond. We are more than 
glad that General Hertzog has chosen 
such a distinguished citizen of the South 
African Union as Mr. Patrick Duncan. 
Not only will this appointment give wide- 
spread pleasure in South Africa; it also 
will set a useful example to the other 
Dominions. 

Mr. Patrick Duncan has been in South 
Africa for about thirty-five years. He 
went out as a representative of a conquer- 

overnment on a defeated race, and to-day 
he is Governor-General-elect, chosen by a 
Prime Minister who was one of Britain's 
bitterest opponents not only during the 
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State's most loyal citisens.

Good Business 


‘aid month Germany and Canada con- 
cluded a provisional trading agreement, 
whose terms have just been published. It 
contains some very interesting features. 
In the first place, while the agreement 
is designed to run for a year, either 
Canada or Germany, if she finds herself 
disappointed, can terminate it—failing a 
settlement within four weeks—at six wecks’ 
notice. In the second place—we quote 
from the Berlin Correspondent of The 
Times—neither party is entitled to share 
in the privileges which one or the other 
may accord to a third State by virtue of 
a Customs union. The third feature is 
that which must hold the greatest interest 
for Irish readers. Under the agreement, 
Germany may not claim any of the 
privileges which already are accorded, or 
may be accorded henceforth, by Canada to 
the countries of the British Empire. In 
other words, Canada insists that the 
Ottawa Pacts, and her trading relations 
generally with the Commonwealth, must 
come before any other form of commercia! 
connection. This is a very sensible pro- 
vision, which the Free State would be well 
advised to study. At present she is bound 
by trade pacts with Great Britain, 
Germany, Spain, and one or two other 
countries ; and, theoretically, there is no 
difference between her treatment of Great 
Britain and her treatment of the other 
nations. In fact, as everyone knows, the 
British pact is the only one that matters. 
Not only is the total volume of trade 
between the Free State and the United 
Kingdom substantially larger than the 
Free State’s trade with the rest of the 
world, but, of all nations, Great <ritain 
is the only one that offers her a fair return 
for her purchases. Trade with Great 
Britain demands no sacrifice from the 
Saorstát. Ex ediency—sinte there seems 
to be mo question here, ag there is in 
Canada, of “loyalty-to the Commonwealth 
ideal—urges that she should concentrate 
on the British market, and should 
subordinate all other pacts to her trading 
relations with that market. We decline to 
believe that the land annuities will stand 
in the way of a comprehensive pact; a 
couple of representatives could settle that 
tiresome difficulty, without loss of national 
pride on either side, over a luncheon table. 
Mr. de Valera’s promised bill to keep the 
Free State within the Commonwealth f-- 
the present is almost certain to put the 
British in good humour, and there are 
many signs nowadays of better feeling 
between the two nations. It would more 
than pay Mr. de Valera’s Government to 
compromise on the annuities, and to “' go 
all out” for a really useful trade agree- 
ment. These “ two to one " bargains with 
foreign countries are all very well if no 
better opportunities present themselves ; 
but, when the British are ready to do 
business with the Free State on level 
terms, it is madness to refuse them. 
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Rail Speeds 


Since the end oí the Great War motor 
cars and aeroplanes have conspired to 
make the railway train appear a little 
démodé. Omnibuses appeared in such 
numbers on the roads that they became a 
serious threat to the revenue of the rail- 
way companies, until the latter were 
sensible enough to convert them from 
enemies into allies, while men of science 
have been amusing themselves by forecast- 
ing the number of months which must 
pass before everybody will travel round 
the country by air. Yet the railways 
have been showing recently that they are 
far from dead, and the latest achievement 
of a train on the London-Glasgow route 
will serve—as it probably was meant to 
serve—to keep them before the public eye. 
This train set up a new record by covering 
the 4014 miles from London at an average 
speed of more than 68 miles an hour. On 
the return journey, 
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The bitter thing about these relics is that 
they seem inspired with a demoniac speed 
and stamina, and sway, and crash and 
rattle past other vehicles with an appear- 
ance of wholly unjustifiable confidence. If 
some unforeseen crisis arises the swift 
disintegration of these mechanical rag-bags 
may be regarded as inevitable. We wonder 
how quickly the time will come when 
Government inspectors will be posted to 
report upon the health of the Free State's 
Old Crocks.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


The Northern Minister of Finance is at 
present engaged in considering a project 
for a tunnel under the River Lagan at 
Belfast. This tunnel would link up with 
the new by-pass road from Belfast to 
Holywood, and would relieve the pressure 
of traffic upon the. Queen’s Bridge and 
Newtownards road. 

The project presents certain engineer- 
ing difficulties, as the River Lagan is nar- 
rower than the Mersey, where a tunnel 
has been made, and the gradient would 
be higher than the tunnel in Liverpool, 
unless the entrance to it was made some 
distance from the river. 

The cost of such a tunnel, it is esti- 
mated, would be over two millions 
sterling, but it would be a great boon not 
only for direct traffic to Bangor and 
Holywood, but to the shipyards and the 
new aerodrome at Sydenham. 

In the event of war, a tunnel of this 
kind could be speedily used as a place 
of refuge during air raids.

THREE’S COMPANY 


The Times in a leading article to-day 
observes:—The understanding between 
Japan, Germany and Italy appears, in 
the words of our correspondent in 
Shanghai, to be something less than 4 
formal alliance, but more than a mere 
declaration against Communism. Its more 


_concrete provisions are believed to include 


technical collaboration between the 
Japanese and German armies, a barter 
agreement which will, in effect, be an ex- 
pansion of that already concluded between 
Germany and Manchukuo, and under 
which raw materials will be exchanged for 
manufactured goods, including armaments 
and the recognition by Italy of Manchukuo 
and by Japan of Abyssinia. 

It will inevitably be emphasised if the 
terms of the pact are published that the 
alliance is a purely defensive one. Such 
conviction as this claim is calculated to 
carry will, however, be impaired by the 
very pointed specification of Russian Com- 
munism as the danger against which pre- 
cautions are being taken. Priority seems 
nowadays to be not more difficult to 
establish between the hen and the egg 
than between self-defence and aggression. 
But it should be said that Communism 
regarded as an invisible export to the 
three countries in question is a menace 
which their respective police forces have 
shown themselves more than capable of 
keeping under control, while the need for 
a defensive alliance comprising terms 
relating to military matters against the 
U.8.8.R. cannot be demonstrated in the 
light of circumstantial evidence, or even of 
probability. There is no reason to doubt 
that Russia’s intentions are pacific, and 
will remain pacific for some time to come. 

Japan can pick her friends and her 
enemies how, when and where she 
chooses ; but it is difficult to resist the im- 
pression that in her own interests, as well 
as in the world’s, her choice on this ecca- 
sion has been not only ill-timed but ill- 
made. However loose the terms of the 
mu may prove to be when they are pub- 
ished, Japan has lost in some measure 
her independence of action. Uneasy lies 
the head that wears a crown, but to share 
the pillow with a couple of dictators: is 
to court insomnia. 

. Germany would never have attacked 
Russia without consulting Japan any 
more than Japan would have done so 
without consulting Germany.

HOUSES WRECKED 
BY EXPLOSION

FOUR PERSONS KILLED

Four persons were killed last night in 
an explosion which wrecked two houses in 
Scotswood road, Newcastle. 

The names oí the dead are:—William 
Wallace, aged 44, oí Bentinek street, 
Newcastle ; Annie Walton, who lived with 
her parents at No. 377 Scotswood road ; 
John Robson, aged 9, of Baek Benn street, 
and John Turner, aged 11, of Plummer 
street. 

The houses—Nos. 375 and 377—are in a 
thickly populated area at the west end of 
the city. The occupants of No. 375 are 
Mrs. McGoull and a girl of two and a 
half years, while those living in No. 377 
are bert Walton and his wife and 
family. 

Four other boys who were standing not 
far from the houses, and two adults, were 
also injured and taken to hospital. 

Mr. KR. Smith, of Sycamore street, New- 
castle, was one of fhe first to go to the 
rescue of those who were trapped. He said 
that there was a brilliant flash, which 
seemed to illuminate the whole area. 
‘There was a big blanket of smoke, 
behind which, to my horror, I saw a house 
crumbling up. The smoke had a strong 
smell of gas. I saw a woman lying on 
the pavement with a huge stone across 
her legs. She was crying out for someone 
to move it. I ear to get it lifted 
away. I think both her legs were broken.’’ 

It is stated that the boy Robson, who 
was killed, had been sent by his parents 
to buy fish and chips, and when he did 
not return his mother went to find him. 
After a frantic search she found that he 
was dead in the infirmary.

Grandi again met and embarked on n 
general review of British md Italian aims 
and ‘interests in the Mediterranean. It is 
the result of this general review that 
Signor Grandi is taking back to Rome. 

That the subject of an agreement limit- 
ing the strength of British and Malian 
forces in the Mediterranean will come 
up for discussion is more than likely; 
because it is in the imterest of both 
countries that this should be so, but that 
it has actually been discussed is highly 
doubtful, continues Reuter’s Diplomatic 
Correspondent. Such a delicate subject 
could not, in the opinion of usually well- 
informed circles, be touched on until the 
ground had already been cleared to en- 
sure that British-Italian Mediterranean 
interests do not conflict. 

Here Mr. Eden has undoubtedly made 
it tlear that British recognition of the 
Italian conquest is at present out of the 
question, although the British Legation in 
Addis Ababa may soon be transformed 
into a Consulate, 


OBJECT OF ROME VISIT 


To ascertain whether Mussolini will 
accept the British standpoint on this ques- 
tion is no doubt one of the objects of 
Signor Grandi’s visit to Rome. 

Yet another subject which will be dis- 
cussed soon, if it has not been touched on 
already, is the Suez Canal. Italy makes 
no secret of her desire to have the Suez 
Canal dues reduced. Unlike Britain, 
Italy is not a shareholder of the Suez 
Canal Company, and, therefore, has no 
part in the company’s profits. On the 
other hand, she has in recent months been 
second only to Britain in the amount of 
dues she has paid. Possibly Italy also 
hopes for a political interest in the Suez 
Canal as well. This would be a further 
guarantee that the high road to her 
Empire would remain open. 


FASCIST GRAND COUNCIL 


A Rome telegram says: Signor Grandi 
arrived in Rome last night from London 
to attend to-day’s meeting of the Fascist 
Grand Council, the highest consultative 
body of the Fascist régime. 

Count Ciano will also arrive back from 
Budapest. 

Signor Grandi will see Signor Musso- 
lini this morning to report on his talks 
with Mr. Eden. 

In political quarters in Kome it is not 
thought that any concrete plans, such as 
a formal understanding for the establish- 
ment of better Anglo-Italian relations, are 
in view. 

The ‘“gentlemen’s agreement,” it is 
stated, will be of a ‘‘spiritaal,’’ rather 
than of a material, character. The genera] 
belief is that the conversations in London 
have made satisfactory progress. 

To-day’s meeting of the Fascist Grand 
Council will coincide with ‘the anniversary 
of the imposition of sanctions. The day 
will be marked by the unveiling of marble 
tablets throughout Italy recording the 
event, “‘in order that the centuries to 
come may remember the enormous injus- 
tice perpetrated against Italy.’’ At the 
unveiling of the tablets three minutes’ 
silence will be observed by all taking part 
throughout Italy. 

Tt is probable that the Grand Couneil 
will make some solemn pronouncement re- 
cording the occasion.

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LORD SWINTON’S 
STATEMENT 
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DEFENCE OF SHADOW 
SCHEME 
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From Ovcr PAnLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 


The House of Lords to-day discussed 
Lord Strabolgi’s motion calling for full in- 
formation as to the measure of rearma- 
ment already achieved, the programme for 
the immediate future, and the Govern- 
ment’s policy in relation to the League of 
Nations and to foreign affairs. 

Lord , Strabolgi said that he had no 
desire to make party capital out of this 
question. He suggested that, after the 
recent American Presidential election, we 
should approach the United States, and 


ask her to collaborate to improve economic 
conditions. If the United States can col- 
laborate with London and Paris for the 
stability of currencies, why cannot they 
collaborate for the preservation of the 
stability of civilisation, he asked. If only 
the United States would agree to join in 
an economic boycott of an aggressor, that 
would be a tremendous step forward. If 
fear of aggression was the cause of Ger- 
many's rearmament, they should invite 
Germah¥ once more to come into the 
League of Nations. 

Tie Marquess of Lothian asked whether 
this country was compelled to go to war 
to maintain. a Europe of twenty-six 
sovereign States, armed to the teeth in all 
circumstances. The most dangerous 
element of public life in the country was 
the Government's refusal to state specifi- 
cally what their policy was. That policy 
was far more dangerous than disarma- 
ment. With countries arming everywhere, 
nobody knew what we were going to fight 
for, and with whom. The Government 
should not agree to go to war until they 
had some assurance from the General Staff 
as te which side the weight of power lay. 
Personally he did not see that there was 
any risk of a great nation in Eu 
starting a war to-day. That was not 
danger. ' 


LORD SWINTON’S REPLY 


Viscount Swinton (Secretary of State for | 
Air) said that Britain's foreign policy was 
to make the League of Nations an effective 


force. In order to play our part in the 
appeasement of Europe ome thing was | 
necessary. It was that the influence of | 
Britain for peace should be the influence | 
of a strong Britain and British Empire. | 
It was our plain clear duty to see to our | 
own security by land and sea and air. | 

The Government took the fullest respon- 
sibility for the programme they were 
putting forward and were prepared to 


stand by it. Broadly the defence plans 
of the Government must be such as 
adequutely to discharge our domestic and 
moral responsibilities. At sea our life 
routes must be kept safe. The Army must 
be adequately equipped, so that it could 


be an effective force whenever it had to be 
used. In the air it wae necessary to have 
a force, defensive and offensive. The

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 
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Michael Cunningham, Round Tower House, 
Kildare, and Miss Agnes O'Beirne, Derrynane 
parade, North Circular road, Dublin, sued 
the Minister for Finance for damages in 
respect of injuries and loss sustained by them 
by reason of the alleged negligence of Private 
Michael Folan, of the Defence Forces, in the 
driving and management of a motor lorry. 

The defence was a denial of negligence, 
and a plea of contributory negligence. 

For the plaintiffs, it was stated that the 
action arose out of a collision on the Dublin 
side of Kildare about 9.50 in the morning of 
December 17th, when Mr. Cunningham was 
motoring at a slow pace to Dublin, accom- 
panied ‘by Miss O’Beirne. It was a frosty 
morning, and the surface of the road was in 
a dangerous condition. Mr. Cunningham 
observed a lorry, about 150 yards distant, 
coming towards him at a fast pace. The 
lorry pulled aside to pass a postman, and 
skidded across the road. Mr. Cunningham 
pulled in on the footpath, and the lorry 
skidded for a considerable distance and came 
into collision with the motor car. Miss 
O’Beirne sustained some injuries. 

The evidence for the defence was that the 
lorry, which was conveying members of the 
Volunteer Force around the Kildare district, 
was travelling at 20 or 25 miles an hour. 
It came around a curve, and when the driver 
saw a postman cycling about 100 yards ahead 
he slowed down.

Your paper has always borne a very high 
reputation for impartial and dispassionate 
discussion of the transport problems of the 
Gay, but certain internal evidence in the 
article points clearly to the authorship, and 
it is obvious that the object was not to give 
& true picture, but to further an agitation 
which is being engineered in Ulster in the 
iterests of a certain section. Had your 
correspondent really desired to give a true 
picture of the situation and takea any pains 
to ascertain the facts from sources where 
accurate information was available, he would 
have been saved from making so many mis- 


‘| chievous and false statements. 


The sub-heading of the article is: ‘ The 
Truth About the Transport Board.” Over 
my own name and not anonymously, I state 
that the article does not contain the truth 
about the Transport Board and its work. 

May I give you an instance of the reckless 
nature of the statements in this article. This 
example does not affect the Road Transport 
Board so much as the Arbitration Tribunal. 
us paragraph contains the following sen- 
ence :— 

“Even now that the Arbitration Tribunal 
has been appointed under the Act, only three 
cases out of some 200 have been heard.” 


ARBITRATION TRIBUNAL 


This statement clearly conveys that the 
Tribunal had a list of 200 cases waiting to 
be heard, and has heard only three of them. 
The wer fact is that the Arbitration Tri- 
buna had a list of three cases, and has long 
ago disposed oí them. No person can deny 
that the Arbitration Tribunal has dealt with 
the cases in which its aid has been invoked 
with the greatest promptness, and these are 
the only cases which have been referred 
to it., It must also be borne in mind 
that the owner has exactly the same rights 
as the Board to put the Tribunal in 
motion, and can at any time have his case 
heard by it. Therefore, if there has been 
any delay, it must lie at Other doors. Up 
to date, the Board has acquired not 200 
undertakings, but 122. Your correspondent 

's not merely exaggerate the number of 
cases, but ignores a considerable number 
which have been definitely settled, those 


i which are in various stages of negotiation, 


those in which the Board has not yet been 
furnished with any figures whatsoever, and 
the very considerable proportion in which the 
Board only been furnished with figures 
within the last month or six weeks. He 
also, in this impartial article, omits, in this 
connection, to mention the arrangements 
which the Board made, at a very early stage, 
whereby immediate payments on account are 
made, and various other relevant matters. 
Further, he my oy that the whole responsi- 
bility for the fact that a greater number of 
cases have not been settled lies on the Board. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 


NOT CONTINUING LOSSES 
Under the heading, “Net Loss to the 


Board,” the following appears with reference ) 


to the arrangement entered into with five of 
the principal operators in Northern Ireland : 
“The financial effect of the agreements, 
according to the figures recently disclosed bv 
the Board, is that there ig a net loss of 
£9,125 per annum to the Board.” 
Correspondence with regard to figures such 
as these might be carried on indefinitely, but 
it is almost incredible that such a statement 
could have been made by an expert. The 
i. M.S. pro; and the Great Northern 
Railway carried on road undertakings at a 
; and in the case of the G.N.R. the 
loss was a jarge one. But in the case of the 
L.M.S. there were no losses in the last two 
years of operation by that com y. These 
operators received no payment rroiEh rrg 
but their assets, 1t.¢., their vehicles, garages, 
etc., were taken over on a depreciated basis. 
The figure which your correspondent men- 
tions is arrived at on the assumption that 
there were no profits on the L.M.S. under- 
taking at the time of acquisition, and that 
the losses incurred by the G.N.R. are, so 


far as the Board is concerned, continuing 
losses. 
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It can easily be demonstrated that the 
a ove -_ continuing losses, and this fact 
wou obvious to anyone possessing expert 
knowledge and acquainted with local con- 
ditions. As an example, the services on the 
road from Belfast to Ea ery prior to acquisi- 
tion by the Board, were carried on by two 
operators—the Belfast Omnibus Co., Limited, 
and the Great Northern Railway. This ser- 
vice to Lurgan was one of ihe principal 
sources of loss in connection with the pas- 
senger road undertaking of the G.N:R. This 
G.N.R. service was, immediately on acquisi- 
tion, amalgamated with the profitable service 
carried on by the B.0.C., thereby eliminating 
the G.N.R. undertaking’s loss and EN 
the profit of the B.O.C. service. Instances o 
this kind could be multiplied, but this case 
alone, combined with the fact already stated 
that no payments for goodwill were made in 
respect of the road undertakings of the 
above-mentioned railway companies, is suffi- 
cient to show how utterly misleading is the 
statement made by your correspondent. 


RECEIPTS AND FARES 


To take another example of misstatement, 
[ find these words :— | 

“The third undertaking, the Belfast and 
County Down Railway, was only enabled to 
pay its working expenses out of the profits 
of its hotel hí as no rooms for the 
year 1953, '' 

For the year mentioned a reference to the 
published accounts of the company shows that 
the net receipts of the railway, apart from 
road undertaking, hotel, refreshment-rooms 
and other receipts, was £6,650. and out of a 
total net receipt of £15,000 the hotels and 
refreshment-rooms only contributed £3,133. 
This fair and impartial correspondent also 
omits to state that, so far as the L.M.S. and 
the Great Northern Railways were con- 
amet, there was a long railway strike in 
1933. á 

Taking the paragraph headed, “ What has 
the Board Accomplished?” I pass over the 
first part of this paragtaph. It is untrue, 
and it is obvious that your correspondent has 
not taken the slightest trouble to ascertain 
what are the facts, because, in what purports 
to be an impartial review of the situation, 
the following statement is made :— : 

“and in many cases increasing fares, es- 
pecially on touring vehicles.” } 

The answer to this statement is that the 

meral level of fares on ‘service ‘buses is 
pwer to-day than it was when the services 
were transferred to the Board. It is quite 
trne that, on a very small number out of the 
165 routes on which services are operated by 
the Board, there have been increases on the 
general level of fares hitherto obtaining on 
those routes. This qualification, however. 
applies only to two or three routes out of 
the total, and in one case only has there 
been anything in the nature of a severe in- 
crease. These increases have been brought 
about by applying the scale fixed by the 
Tribunal, referred to in your article, with 
certain concessions in favour of the travelling 
public, and in the case where there has been 
& severe increase exceptionally low fares had 


‘hitherto been charged. Indeed, the applica- 
tion of the Tribunal scale on this route, which 


was not a self-supporting one, merely puts it 
on the same basis as the other routes in 
Northern Ireland. On an overwhelming 
majority of the routes reductions have been 
made. 

1 am afraid that I have neither the time 
nor the inclination to go through this article 
in detail and to point out the misrepresenta- 
tion and distortion of fact which permeates 
it throughout. I have merely taken a few 
samples, but I think 1 have said enough to 
make it clear that the article is not an im- 
partial survey of the position of the road 
transport services in Northern Ireland. On 
the contrary, it is a mass of mischievous mis- 
representation. The Board will, in due 
course, present a report giving an account of 
its stewardship.—Yours faithfully, D. LL.

last issue. It will be recalled that the main 
— made by our correspondent, who had 
ad ample opportunity of investigating the 
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of the Board, were (1) an alleged 

Mr kb nature oí the agreements made 
by the Mmister of Home Affairs with the 
five principal road operators, which were 
stated to have resulted in a net loss to the 
Board of £9,123 per annum; (2) tardiness In 
settling compensation by the Arbitration 
Tribunal; (3) the basis of such compensa- 
tion; (4) complaints in regard to the rates 
and fares fixed by the Board; and a delay 
in appointing the Transport Appeal Tribunal. 

On the first pomt, it is to be noted that 
while agreeing that the road undertaking of 
the Great Northern Railway was carried on 
at a loss, Mr. Clarke explains that no good- 
will payment was made in that case, the only 
consideration being in respect of the value of 
the depreciated assets. There can be no 
ground for criticism of such a transaction, 
partreularly if, as Mr. Clarke suggests, the 
losses are not continuing losses. - 

In the Northern Counties Committee case 
we understand that, while ne payment for 
oodwill was made, of the three years taken 
or the settlement of goodwill a profit was 
shown for the last year—t.¢., 1953-34—and 
since then substantia! profits have been made. 
It is, therefore, inappropriate to describe 
these two railway-owned road concerns as 
* moribund.” i 

Turning to the second pomt—the suggested 
dilatoriness of the Arbitration Tribunal—Mr. 
Clarke does not comment on the question of 
alleged delay on the part of the Government 
in setting up the Tribunal. He does, how- 
ever, deny that 200 cases have been referred 
to the Tribunal and only three heard, in- 
timating that the three are all that have, im 
fact, been referred to it. He also pomts out 
that operators have exactly the same rights 
of access to the Tribunal as the Board. 


THE APPEAL TRIBUNAL 


Nevertheless, "se doubt Mr. Clarke’s sugges- 
tion that the article as a whole is a“ masé 
of mischiévous representation ”; for on two 
of the remaining three points of our corres: 
pondent’s indjctment he is silent, and on the 
third, he Woe “id On the important 
questions of the basis of compensation and 
the delay in oe the Avpeal Tribunal 
Mr. Clarke’. refrains from comment, pre- 
sumably because the first has been settled 
by Parliament ‘and its intefpretation is a 
matter for the appropriate courts, and the 
second is a question for the Government and 
not for the rd. i 

With regard to the Appeal Tribunal, which 
is to deal with rates and charges, we observe 
that every application to this body must in 
the first instance be made to the Miaistry 
of Home Affairs,. and whether outstanding 
applications of substance are now before the 
Miaistry is not known to us. This particular 
question was, in fact, discussed in the 
Northern Ireland Parliament on October 20th 
last. and, from the reply of the Government 
spokesman, we gather that if there are 
grounds of compiaint in regard to charges 
they have not been formulated or presented 
in a manner capable of testing them. It is 
thus possible that the delay in appointing 
the Tribunal has not, in fact, delayed the 
hearing of any grievance. 

We look upon a Tribunal of this nature as 
a great safety valve for the protection of the 
public in this unique experiment. Care. must 
necessarily be taken in the selection of its 
personnel, and we hope that when they are 
appointed they will gain the confidence of the 
public. . 


A GOVERNMENT MATTER 


As to the final point—rates and fares— 
while emphasising that the general level of 
‘bus fares is lower to-day than when the 
services were transferred to the Board, 
Mr. Clarke makes no mention of* tour- 
ing vehicles, to which our correspon- 
dent especially drew attention. Hence, to 
our mind, it is unfortunate that Mr. Clarke 
should so emphatically have castigated the 
article as a whole, inasmuch as the criticisms 
were specific. were admittedly informed, and 
had as (heir object the increased efficiency of 
a public body; and a public body such as the 
Northern treland Transport Board must be 
prepared for criticism of its activities, as, no 
doubt, Mr. Clarke will agree. 

Our correspondent chose this journal as the 
most suitable organ of the technical Press to 
give vent to his criticism, thereby affording 
opportunity “for its refutation by those 
immediately concerned, and in publishing his 
contribution we had adequate reason to 
suppose thrt the criticism was well founded, 
although reminding our readers in a leading 
article that it would not be fair at this 
juncture to pass final yadgment. 

We agree that the two important items 
which Mr. Clarke ignores may not be the 
concern of the Board, as the particular grava- 
men of our Correspondent’s criticism on these 
was directed to the Northern Ireland Govern-
